W ashington, March IO. — The real 
significance of the sudden mobiliza­ 
tion of a quarter of the United States 
army and a formidable portion of the 
navy, along the Mexican frontier and 
in the w aters adjacent to the ends 01 
the international boundary is Kradu* 
ally becoming evident In Washington. 
From various sources credible ad 
missions have been obtained, which, 
pieced togeti 
in the light of known 
facts, m ake up a whole th a t goes far 
to substantiate the interpretation that 
is placed by the public upon the great 
movement of military forces now in 
progress. 
It is said th at about the tim e of the 
return to W ashington of Henry I.ane 
Wilson, 
am bassador of 
the United 
States to Mexico, the *dtnini#traU n 
received advices Indicating Increasing 
unrest in Mexico and thai the revolu­ 
tion, 
notw ithstanding 
assertions 
of 
the Mexican governm ent to the con 
trary, had extended in many direct 
lions. 


Anti-Am erican Feeling In Mexico. 


T he whole country was said to be 
lo a condition made the m ore serious 
by w hat was said to be a precarious 
state of the health of President DI 7. 
T here is known to be considerable 
anti-American feeling among tho Mex­

generally, aijd it was 
feared thut developm ents at arn mo­ 
ment might precipitate a chaotic ct n 
dition, with probable dem onstration* 
against foreigners. 
This state of affairs, it is said, was 
disc stied with deep concern at the 
W hite House, with the result that a 
silage.,Jib wa* made th a t it would be 
the part of forethought to concentrate 
near tile Mexican border a force suffi­ 
cient to meet 
any situation 
Which 
m ight arise. This movement was to 
take the form of maneuve s, and a1 
parties to the plan sincerely hoped 
that nothing else would be net assary.

Taft's Message to Diaz. 


P resident T ail sent 
to 
Pre idem 
Diaz the following telegram : 
“I have the honor to advise vour 
excellency that I am in re* ctpt of in 
stnictions from 
my governm ent dt 
re d in g me to Inform bls excellency. 
President Diaz, through the n odium 
of your e\< cliency, that the pre I dent 
of the United Stat*** wishes to ex­ 
press the hope that no miaapprehen 
sion .will result from unfounded , n ! 
sensational new spaper conj*** tires as 
to the military m aneuvers abo it t 
take place in Texas and elsew here 
and to give to President Diaz assn - 
ant e that the m aneuvers have n * 
nificance which should cause cond* , 
to the friendly neighbors of the Unit­ 
ed States lo the south.” 
To the foregoing General Diaz re 
plied, through Minister Cree! an J th 
American em bassy, acknowledging re 
ceipt and e t pressing gratitude ' for 
the courtesy of explaining in such ex 
elicit term s” the situation. 


Diaz's Death Would Mean Anarchy. 


Just w hat would happen in Mexico 
lf the death of President Diaz was to 
be announced now no official in W ash­ 
ington would 
undertake to predict, 
nor tinder any circum stances discuss 
it. But it is undoubtedly one of the 
possibilities whi« h m ake it desirable 
to have an arm y division 
close af 
hand in Texas to deal with any con­ 
tingency which may arise. 
The general impression is that if 
President Diaz’s death should he an­ 
nounced it would mean a general de 
moralization in Mexico, with conse 
quent grave danger to American in­ 
terests there. 
Another reason for having plenty 
of troops along the border is th e de 
sirability of making certain that no 
further supplies of arm s or munition* 
go across the line from the United 
States into Mexico. It was said at the 
W hite House that this reason in itself 
was not enough to justify the mobili­ 
zation of General C arter’* division. 
In addition to (he 20,000 
regular 
troops now on their way to Texas, the 
staff and line officers of the militia 
throughout the country, 8000 in num ­ 
ber, will be invited to go to 1 > \a s 
and w itness the maneuvers. The mili­ 
tia organizations them selves will not, 
it is expected, be called into the war 
game, and the officers of the state or­ 
ganizations will not all be at the head­ 
quarters in San Antonio at the same 
time. 


National Bank Call. 
W ashington, March IO.—T he comp­ 
troller of the treasury issued a call 
for a statem ent of the condition of na 
tional banks at the close of business 
on Tuesday, March 7. 


Rebels Under Madero Defeated and 


200 Killed and Wounded— Inaurrec- 


tcs Victorious In Another Battle. 


El Paso, Tex., March IO.— Francisco 
I. Madero iu ids first clash with the 
federals was badly defeated and lost 
some of his best m en—the A m ericans 
of his command. 
The federals lost 
heavily also. 
The battle was fought Monday at 
Old Casa., Grande*, 225 miles south 
of El Paso, and the insurrectog were 
routed, but continued on their march 
toward Pearson enroute to Chihuahua. 
It is reported 
th at the 
insurrectos 
soon rallied and that on Tuesday they 
returned, completely defeated the fed­ 
erals and captured the town of Casas 
Grandee. 
The fighting was between th e com­ 
mand of Samuel Garcia Cuellar, aide 
de ta m p on the staff of President 
Diaz, and the insurrect© com m and of 
Madero, president and leader of the 
Insurrect© cause. 


Thirty-six Am ericans Captured. 


Thirty-six of the A m ericans In Ma- 
dero’s command are known to have 
been captured in Monday's battle, and 
among tne dead four Am ericans were 
seen in one pile. They w ere in the 
front ranks of the insurrectos and 
bore the blunt of the fighting. The ln- 
surrectos lost 200 killed and wounded. 
They also lost 200 cavalry horses and 
twelve wagons loaded with provisions 
and ammunition. 
Some field guns, captured by Ma- 
dero's ad value guard when it entrap­ 
ped Colonel Recuadero’s federal force 
ob the Santa Maria river over a week 
ago, were recaptured from the insur- 
rectoa, who dill not have sufficient 
am mu a It ion to operate them, while 
Cuellar and his federals had plenty of 
ammunition and a field 
gun, with 
which they shelled the rebel ranks 
constantly. T h e battle tasted for about 
eleven lion s. the federals cannonad­ 
ing tim instil rectos throughout that 
time. 
The presence of the Am ericans in 
the in s u r r e c t ranks has created con­ 
siderable hurt ii sentiment against the 
Americans in general, and the Mor­ 
mon colonists have fears fo rtheir 
safety. 


DIAZ’S TROOPS DEFEATED 


Many Killed and Wounded In Battle 
at Cumur.pa, Sonora. 
Corral, Sonora, March IO.—In the 
battle at Cum uripa Monday the Insur­ 
rectos were victorious and General 
LontX O T orres was wounded. 
In the Cum uripa battle the insur­ 
rect© leader was Juan Antonio Gar­ 
cia. The num ber of men with him wa* 
perhaps 6"0. 
A num ber of Garcia * 
men were killed and two wounded 
Six we e captured The battle lasted 
nearly twenty-four hours. T he insur 
rectos captured many supplies. 
The governm ent leader was General 
Lorenzo Torres. 
General T orres Is 
wounded on the left side above the 
hip and in the right hand. 
This is the genera!’* own story over 
tile telephone to General Luis Torres, 
com m ander of 
the military district 
and his superior: “We lost heavily in 
kilted and wounded, captured six in 
*urrecto», killed only two and we don’t 
Know how many were wounded."
